The food of the duck is both voge
table and animal in nature. In the
wild state It gathers ita food from
brooks and marshes, consisting of flag,
grasses, small fishes, water Insects,
ste. When the birds are rafeed in con-
Anement (his diet must, in & measure,
be imitated to get the most satisfac-
tory results. The duck has no ecrop,
the food passing directly from the
throat to the gizzard, and as a conse-
aquence the food must be In a soft
tmushy state. Too much hard food,
such as grain, does nol agree with
these birda and they eannot thrive
on it. While some raisers use a
small allowance of graln others do
not, and It bas not been proved to
be of any advantage to feed it. Soft
food s thelr natural diet, togother with
grasses, vegetablea and animal food.
The proper selection of the food is ex-
iremely faportant to secure the rapid
growth of the duck, and the ingroedi-
ents of the food must be such as will
afford n well-balanced and substan-
tial ratlon. As n whole, it may ba
sald that the rations used by the
largest duck ralaers are essontially
the same, differing only in the quan-
tities used in the mixing Invostiga-
tions show the raal value of the foml
to boe the samo for |1|'n.l1|dnJ rapld
growth and early development.

Whitewash Is Effective Against Ver-
min—Free Use of Lice Powder
Is Always in Order.

A dust bath is very esgential in rid-
ding the fowls of lice.

In applying powder hold the fowl by
the feet, head down, and work the
powder well down into the feathers.

The froea use of kerosena on the
roosts and in the cracks will extermi-
pate mites,

vermin,

Loss by Faulty Methods,

Fortyfive million dollars a year e
the loss due to faulty methods of han-
dling on the farm where eggs aroe not
collected frequently and marketod rog
ularly, and becuuse nests are not kept
clean and males are allowed to run
with the hens In the warm months af-
ter the breeding season.

Fix Up Winter Quarters.

Fix up the poultry quarters now so
that the flock will be In elean, com
fortable and sanitary conditions for
the winter, Make the walls alrtight
sud afford good light and ventilation.

Cull Closely.

Many farm poultrymen do not cull
down thelr flocks nearly as closely as
they should. The chiefl reason for
this peglect is doubtless that on the
goneral farm no account Is kept of the
teed consumed by the poultry,

The three different methods of feed:
ing ducks are as follows: (1) Feed:
ing ducks for market (ten wooks old);
(2) feeding young ducks to be kept
as breoders; (1) feeding old ducks
The frst method, for the enke of con
venlence and to explain more fully the
cofpogition of the rations, {s subdi
vided Into four parts, as follows:

(1) From time of hatching (o five
tdnys old provide the following mix-
ture: Cracker or bread crumbs and
cornmenl, equal parts by measure;
hard-holled eggs, 16 per cent of the
total bulk of crackers and meal; sand,
5 per cent of the total of crackers and
meal, Mix with water or milk, and
feed four times a day.

(2) From flve to twenty days old
the following mixture: Wheat bran
two parts by measure; cornmeal, one
part; rolled roats, 60 per cent of this
bulk; beef scraps, i per cent; sand,
per cent; green food, 10 por cent, Mix
with water to a dry erumbly state and
feed four times a day.

(1) From twenty to forty-two daye
old, the following mizture: Wheat
bran, two parts by measure; cornmoal,
one part; boeef seraps, 6 per cent of
this bulk; sand, & per cont; green
food, 10 por cent, Mix with water ¢
a dry erumbly state and fecd four
times a day.

(4) From forty-two to soventy daye
aold, the following mixture: Cortimeal
two parts by measure; wheat bran
one part: beef scraps, 10 per cent of
this hulk: coarge sand or grit, 6 por
cont; greon food, 10 per cent. Mix
with water to a dry ernmbly state and
fead four times a day

CULLING FLOCK IN THE FALL

“200-Egg Hens Always Have White

Leps at End of Their Pullet Year,"”

Says Professor Barrows.

Trap-nest records with many huns
dred fowls at the Malne station maka
it possible to say positively that no
bird which has been a heavy layer
will have bright yellow legs at the
ond of the laying season. Prof, H. R.
Barrows says that “200-egg hens al-
wnys have white legas nt the end of
thelr pullet year.” The yellow color-
ing matter in the legs and skin seems
to be used up In coloring the yolks for
s0 many eggs, and thus the skin and
logs bleach out nearly white,

It 18 worth while knowing this when
culling the flock and deciding which
pullets to keep over to use as breed.
ors the next year. If the poultryman
has no trap-nest records the color of
the shanks furnishes him one of the
best indlcations he can have as to the
way In which these pullets have lald
during their flrst yoar of lfe.

His first selection should always, of
course, be on the strength and con-
stitutional vigor, but aftor having
picked out the good, strong., healthy
birds he should then choosa from
among those the ones which show the
whitest logs. Poultrymen ofton make
a mistake on this point, frequently
practicing just the opposite—that s,
pieking out earefully those which have
yvellow legs which are the poorest lay-
ers in the flock.

MARKING SYSTEM FOR HENS

Age of Fowls Can Be Determined hy
Punching Holes In Web When
Chick Is Very Young.

A farmer should know to a certainty
the age of his hens. This ean only
bo dotermined by a marking system.
A good system of marking {8 what ia
known as “web” marking. A small
hole is punched in the web beétween
the toes when the chick s very young,
This hole never grows up and in-
creases In slie as the chick grows

larger.

Any nmumber of markings can be
made and for thls reason it is be-
lieved that this system is superior to
marking with leg bands, for the rea-
gon thnt unnumbeored leg bands ean
record but {wo readings.

Keep Producers Only,

Tho idea is to winter over only the
cronm of the breeding flock and the
winter layers. Look over vour flock
now and cull it down closely to the
producers, Fatten and market the
surplusa stuff and cut down the feed
bill,

Growth Producer,
A good quality of beef scrap is a
growth producer for the developing
